A FIREBUG’'S WORK. 


Destruction of the Wichita Stock Yards— 
A Store Gutted. 
Ry Telegraph to the Post-DIspatcn. 

Wiener, Kan., October 19.—The Wichita 
Union Stock Yards were totally destroyed by 
fire at an early hour this morning. About! 
O clock the watchman discovered flames in the 
east side yards. On rushing forward to try 
and extinguish them he was horrified to see 
another fire burning about one hundred feet 
An alarm was given and the Fire De- 
partment quickly arrived, but the flames had 
gained such headway that nothing could done, 
the cedar posts and tar roofing burning so 
flercely that water availed nothing. The first 
shipments of stock were in the yards 
and twenty-two steers, two horses 
and some hogs, besides hay and 
corn, were burned. The yards and 
hotel had only just been completed ata cost 
of $150,000, and were considered the best this 
side of Indianapolis, every foot being under 
cover. The hotel is not damaged, but where 
the yards were yesterday there is now nothing 
but ashes. The insurance on the yards only 
amounted to 520, 000, tho policies 
being written by the following com- 
panies: Franklin Fire of Philadelphia, 
$2,500; North British and Mercantile 


of London, $2,500; Orient of Hartford, $2,500; 
American of Newark, $2,500; Underwriters of 
New York, $2,500; Westchester of New York, 
$2,500; Imperial of “ye” $2,500 and Louls- 
ville Underwriters $2,500. No flre whatever 
was allowed about the premises and there 
would seem to be no doubt that the burning 
was the work of an incendiary.

HACKED IN THE DARK. 


A GIRL’S FEARFUL STRUGGLE FOR HER 
LIFE. 


A Masked Marauder Tries to Chop Mary 
Silligo to Death—Her Brave Fight Foils 
Her Assailant—His Desperate Attempts to 
Kill Her—Cut Five Timesin the Head She 
Shakes Him Off—A Thrilling Night Scene— 
An Arrest By the Police—A Former Em- 
ploye Jailed—Snspicious Blood-Stains—He 
Asserts His Innocence. 


No girl is ever called on to go through a 
more thrilling experience than that which 
befell Mary Silligo this morning. 
For several minutes she wrestied all alone 
with a desperate man, and when she escaped 
from his murderous grasp she was a bleeding 
and hacked piece of humanity. It was about 
4o lock this morning that the girl, who is 
employed at August Ebinger’s dairy at 
3841 Chouteau avenue, awakened from her 
slumber and saw a man entering 
the house through the kitchen. Her little 
bed-room led off from the kitchen, and the 
door between being open she could look from 
her bed into the kitchen. The man car- 
ried a lantern, but held it so low 
thatthe light did not fall upon his face. As 
Ebinger and three or four male assistants arise 
about Zz a. m. and pass in and out before day- 
licht, getting ready for their morning 
deliveries, the girl was not alarmed and 
turned her face to the wall for another 
snooze. There wasa 

SUDDEN BOUND OF 8TEALTHY FOOTSEPS ' 
and then with fearful force a heavy 
whip-stock fell upon her head. 
Stunned for A moment, the girl 
lay still. The brutal hands of the murderous 
visitor brought the club down for another 
blow, but it broke into. Just then 
the girl, recovering her senses, 
grasped the broken stick and cried: 
Mrs. Ebinger, aman is trying to kill me!’’ 

With a curse the man grasped her by the 
throat, but she shook off his hands. Justthen 
the light from the lantern on the 
floor showed the girl that her 
assailant was masked by a heavy handker- 
chief that had been placed under his hat and 
allowed tofallover his features. She made 
a grasp to tear the covering from 
his face, and struggled hard to 
rise, but he struck her down with his fist, 
and asshe straightened up again, she saw 
him draw a hatchet from his pocket. Then 
she felt a het blow on her head and then 
another and still another, and 


she was about to sink under them, but tue 
warm blood from her wounds flowed over her 
face and sroused her. Some way she man- 
aged to get to her feet and, all the wile 
screaming, fought her assuilant all around 
the room. 
WE FINALLY FORCED HER

HELP AT HAND. 

By the timethe girl had reached the door 
and in the darkness was entreating ad- 
mittance, the marauder, whose mask 
was no longer white, but was 
all red with his victim’s blood, 
arose from his search onthe floor and made 
toward the girl agnin. In the faint Nghtshe 
thought he had found his weapon again, and 
she gave herself up for lost. But just 
then one of Mrs. Lhinger’s wild- 
est screams was answered D the 
men. The man turned from the girl and lis- 
tened intently. The sound of footsteps must 
have reached him, for, dashing the lantern 
upon the table, he glided out of the door. 

A FFaRFUL SIGHT. 

When the men reached the room and struck 
a licht they were horrified to find the 
girl bleeding from head to foot. Her white 
night-dress was saturated with 51004 
and the floor was covered with red spots 
showing where she had staggered across the 
floor. 

Mra. Ebinger having come outof her re- 
treat at once summoned Dr. Barber who found 
that five cuts had been made in the girl's 
band, one cutting deep into the wrist and 
another nearly seyering the little finger. The 
wounds were ragged and showed 
that the Instrument was dull. Had it neen 
sharp, he said, either one of the head wounds 
would haye been fatal. As it was, he soon 
found that the wounds were not fatal, no 
fracture had been caused, and that she would 
recover. 

AN ARREST. 

As soon asthe gir!’s head had been bathed 
and she had recovered her senses, which she 
bad never entirely lost, she declared that her 
— was Llenry Wemken. lie had 
not yoken and she had not seen 
his tees, utshe asserted she could swear to 
his identity. Acting on this the police 
were notified, and Officers Pierson 
and Kennedy and Sergt. Keble 
of the Mounted District went to Wemken s 
boarding-place, Charles Tallenbach’s at No. 
4000 Clayton road. He was found in bed, but 
the people ot the housesaid be had got in at 

about4o’clock. When the police entered his 
room he was very much surprised, apparently. 
When he stood up in the light he found he had 
blood on his hands. Asking to be excuseda 
minute, he went outand when he came back 
it was found that he had tried to

NATURAL GAS EXPLOSION. 


Buildings Wrecked and People Injared— 
Lost in a Hurricane. 


PITTSBURG, Fa., October 19.—The first 
serious natural gas explosion in this city In 
two years occurred a few minutes after 10 
o clock this morning in the Hotel Albemarle 
and Bijou Theater block on Sixth avenue. 
The explosion was attended with frightful in- 
juries toa number of people, and great de- 
struction to some of the finest property 
in the city. For several days past work- 
men employed by the People’s Gas 
Company have been engaged in re- 
pairing the pipes running into the theater 
and hotel. The odor of escaping 
gas was noticed early this morning, but for 
some reason, not yet explained, nothing was 
done to have the gas turned off. About 10:15 
o’olock there were three terrific explosions 
simultaneously in the cellars of D. T. Reed, 
optician, Hotel Albermarle and the Bijou 
Theater. The concussion shook buildings for 
several squares and broke every plate-glass 
window in the block. Almost instantly flames 


shot up from various parts of the block, but 
before ory gained much headway they were 
controlled by the prompt work of the fire de- 
partment. 

A crowd quickly gathered to view the ruins. 
The Hotel Albermarle, the Bijou Theater en- 
trance and the shops which fronted on Sixth 
street between the hotel entrance and Library 
Hall, all were terribly shattered. An inves- 
tization showed that cight persons had been 
seriously hurt, two of them fatally, 
and at least as many more slightly hurt. 
The names of the seriously injured are: 
Jacob Dinger, gas employe, internally in- 
jured, legs and arms broken; recovery im-

CHICAGO, October 19.—The assignment of 
Charles M. Charnley, the well-known lumber 
merchant, and the confession of judgments by 
Thomas Lovdall for over $1,000,000, were the 


terday. It was stated and believed that 
Charies M. Charnley and Thomas Lovdall were 
the members of the firm of Charnley & Lov 
dall, but this proves to be incorrect. That 
firm was composed, up to abouta year ago, of 
Walter H. Charnley and Thomas Lovdall. 
At that time Walter H. Charnley, who 
is a younger brother of Charles M., 
retired, but the firm name still remained the 
same. When Walter H. retired from the firm 
it was insolvent and had been so for a consid- 
erable period. The elder brother, Charies M., 
who was and is president ofthe Sturgeon Bay 
Lumber Company, was fully aware of the 
fact, and at once became the financial man- 
ager of Charnley & Lovdell without becoming 
an actual partner inthe concern. This he did 
for. two reasons—to attempt to put the insol- 
vent firm ona solid basis for the benefit 
of the Sturgeon Bay Lumber Company, which 
was its lurgest creditor, and to save the honor 
ofthe Charniey name and business reputation 
by preventing the failure of a member of the 
family. Charles M. Charnley entered into his 
tusk with zest and supported the sinking firm 
with all his private resources and those of the 
Sturgeon Bay Lumber Company. He failed tn 
his purpose, however, as his assignment and 
that of Charnley & Lovdali demonstrate. 
He also 

PULLED DOWN THE COMPANY 
of which he was president, wiich 
assignine:nt yesterday to William P. McLaren 
of Milwaukee. The creditors of both firms 
include a large number of bankers and note 
brokers with whom have been negotiated the 
paper of the duplicate concern. These, 
amounting in all to over $112,000, entered 
judgment Monday against Thomas Lovdall, 
und yesterday additional confessions of 
judgment were filed in favor of James 
H. Swan, $20,400, and Buekford, Knox 
& Co. $11,910. Late yesterday afternoon I.. A 
Carton and otherereditors of Thomas Lovdall 
filed a bill for the appointmentof a receiver. 
They say that their claims aggregate about 
$81,000, and that he has book accounts and 
other assets which cannot be reached under 
execution.

Thereis no disorder in any 
portion of Ireland, except that caused by the 
action of the police. Everywhere there is the 
glorious spectacle of a people banded together 
passively, to resist oppression and refusing to 
be goaded into active resistance because they 
are certain that right is on their side and that 
the victory of the masses over the classes is 
assured. Mr. Balfour is urged by the Union- 
ist press to devise fresh methods to put an efid 
to constitutional liberty. Let him try what 
methods he pleases, we, too, have not ex- 
hausted our resources. We shall meet him at 
every turn and show him and his allies that no 
laws which the Tories can forge, and no e- 
gality thatthe Tories can practice, will ever 
prevail against the united democracies of 
Great Britain aud Ireland.

THE IRISH CAUSE. 


— 


PROGRAMME OF THE GREAT LIBERAL CON- 
FERENCE AT NOTTINGHAM. 


Gladstone’s Irish Speech—Demands of the 
Radicals—Gen. Boulanger’s Relations 
With the Late M. Katkofi—Serious En- 
counter Between the Police and a Lon- 
don Mob—The German Crown Prince’s 
Birthday—Foreign News. 


Bpecial Cablecram to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, October 19.—Gladstone’s Irish 
speech will be followed to-day by theenuncia- 
tion of the programme which I detailed to 
you fully on Monday, and which repre- 
sents a large advance on the Radical lines, 
the inevitable result to be the severence 
of the Whig wing on the home rule 
question. Some Radicals, however, are in- 
clined to think that the conference does 
not go far enough; that manhood suffrage and 
a larger infusion of social legislation should 
be included in the Nottingham programme. 
Gladstone’s speech yesterday was a brilliant 
reproduction of facts which go to show the 
utter illegality of the Government's 
course in Ireland. This is the re- 
sult of the searching cross-examina- 
tion to which Gladstone subjected 
Prof. Stuart on his experiences in Ireland. 
The Unionist press, of course, say that Glad- 
stone has now identified himself with the 
course of illegality in Ireland. This is a curi- 
ous misrepresentation, for the whole object 
of Gladstone’s speech was to prove 
that the Government is breaking the 
law, and that no sympathy could be meted 
out to law-breakers. Gladstone’s voice, as 
usual after along rest, was weak and husky 
at first, but gathered strength towards the 
close. 

THE RIOTS. 

The Socialists or semi-Socialist riots in Lon- 
don are attaining dangerous proportions. 
The special peril is that the genuine 
Socialists, who are talkers, are  be- 
ing reinforced, as in February, 1836, 
by the worst class of London roughs, who 
stream westward in the afternoon to hold a 
series of sham meetings, ending in riotous pa- 
rades in Trafalgar Square and Hyde Park. 
The police are able to identify many ringlead- 
ers as well-known pickpockets. The gen- 
eral tactics are to disperse all the meet- 
ings or assemblies of people directly 
the disorderly faction get the upperhand. A 
very small number of genuine destitute work- 
inginen take part in these proceedings. The 
particular danger is on Lord Maayor’s 
day, when everybody is out of doors. A 
serious demonstration will be attempted. The 
object of the police, therefore, is to destroy 
the confidence of the mob by sharp measure. 

SIR CHARLES DILKE. 

Sir Charles and Lady Dilke have had an ex- 
traordinary reception from the Sultan. They 
were received twice in an audience at his wish. 
A special state banquet was given them, when 
all the ministers and the household 
were present. Dilke refused the Grand Cordon 
of the Medjidieh, but Lady Dilke 
accepted the Grand Cordon of the Chefakat, 
or the Order of Generosity and Fidelity. They 
were givenacavalry escort of the Sultan’s 
own Light Horse Guards. This extraordinary 
courtesy is largely due to Dilke's book on the 
present position of European politics. The 
Turks and Greeks vied in courtesies and hos- 
pitalities.

A GENERAL KICK. 


FRIENDS OF THE SCHOOLS OBJECT TO THE 
REDISTRICTING PLAN. 


John W. O’Connell Says It Is a Partisan 
Plan—UMe Champions the Cause of the 
Germans—Members of the Board Find 
Their Wards Will Not be Represented— 
Leo Rassieur Advises That No Eiection Be 
Held Under the Drabelle Law. 


The decision of the Circuit Court defining 
the fourteen new districts of the city for school 
election purposes, published in another col- 
umn, was discussed generally in legal circles 
this morning, and the expressions mainly 
were not complimentary tothe Judges. They 
naturally expected sharp criticism from the 
political elements and devoted many days of 
careful thought to the matter with a view to 
the adoption ofa plan that should be as non- 
partisan as possible. It was a prob- 
lem of considerable difficulty, and the 
Judges all felt that the Legislature should no 
have imposed the labor upon them, but that 
the new law should have contained a provision 
for the appointment of a commission. 


The German citizens were sizzling this 
morning and declaring that the Court had 
encouraged an attempt to extirpate the 
German element from the public schools 
government entirely. Avain, even some 
of the staunch Democrats, includ- 
ing several well-known Irish leaders, 
flatly denounced the whole scheme as a 
botch and said that in some districts 
an effort had been made to run 
the school government by aristocrats of Anglo- 
mania prociivities. Some of the directors 
of the School Board sized up theirown wards 
as rearranged and said that it was a huge 
gerryinandering fizzle. They compiained 
that the elements of the wards joined 
together were as incongruous as a Chicago 
marriage and that the people living in 
the outer wards would simply have 
no showing at all at the new Board 
but that the inner wards to which they were 
annexed would control each election. In 
some portions of the ecity a small ward 
with a German majority it was alleged 
had been tacked onto a large ward with a pro- 
nounced Irish vote and that the effect wouid 
be to swampthe people of the smaller ward 
and smother all their wishes in the educa. 
tional iine. 

LEO RASSIEUR, 
attorney for the Board, suid this afternoon: 
‘‘T have not examined the plan adopted by the 

Judges and so cannot speak of my own 
knowledge as toits value. Ilowever, I have 
heard it severely criticised by mern- 
bers of the Board, Mr. Bornmueller said last 
night that his ward had been so tampered 
with that it will have no rep- 
resentation in the Board.

CHIEF ARTHUR’S ADDRESS TO THE BROTH-

The Twenty-Fourth Annual Convention in 
Session at Chicago—*peeches by Mayor 
Roche, Gov.

IMPRISONING STATE OPFICERS. 

The Virginia State officers imprisoned 
by United States Judge Bob for contempt 
have been released by Chief-Justice WaITrF 
on their own recognizances in the sum of 


$1,000 each to await the decision of the 


Supreme Court in the case, As they were 


public officers charged with public duties, 
the Chief-Justice said the presumption 
was that they were actuated by a desire to 
obtain a decision of the Supreme Court on 
the question at issue rather than by a 
purpose to manifest contempt for the 
court below. 

This view of their course recognizes the 
fact that, as State officers, sworn to obey 
und enforce the State laws, and at the 
same timetoobey and support the Con- 
stitution of the United States, they could

Louis 
seem to run their lines on the same principle 
that four-fifths of the men in business run 
their stores; viz.: they will keep certain goods 
if they bave the demand (though the 
difference between them and the _ rail- 
roads is that the railroad companies have 
the demand, but they don’t care for it prop- 
erly). The proper business policy is to keep | 
the goods, show them, and let people know | 
you havethem and thus tempt them to buy | 
them. Let any man in this city who lives in 
the West End or outskirts of the city in any | 
direction, be assured that he cun getona 
street car and enjoy one solid half-hbour’s ride 
t his bomeorto his place of business, and | 
read his morning or evening paper undis- | 
turbed, and you will find that man walking 
two or three or more blocks out of his way 
just to patronize that road. But there no 
comfort to him in a crowded street car where | 
there is always room for one more, and 
where, thoudch he has a seut, he is sandwiched | 
in so tight that he husto keep his newspaper | 
in his pocket and take his chances of | 
having time to read it when he gets home.

Items of Interest From the City Across the 
Great Bridge. 


Extensive improvements are being made in 
the village of New Brighton, which lies con- 
tiguous to the Eastern limits of the city. 
Since its incorporation a year ago the growth 
of the village has been remarkable. The 
Government is now having seyeral new streets 
graded and the principal thoroughfares 
graveled. The authorities of East St. Louis 


are beginning to fully realize what a valuable 
addition it would be to the city, and its an- 
nexation by the Council will be bitterly 
contested inthe conrts. The New Brighton 
authurities claim that the annexation was 
notlegal and will resist the attemptof the 
city government to embrace to the bitter end. 
It is understood that the City Council, realiz- 
ing that the Starkel case will prove an un- 


satisfactory test of the legality of the annexa- 


tion, will, before the spring election, declare 


New Brighton to be the Fifth Ward of the 
city, and it is said tobe the intention of the 


present administration to put up Ferdinand 
leim, Sr., and Jerome W inatanley 
as candidates for aidermen in the 
mowly created ward. The reasons why the 
residents of the village are so strongly op- 
posed to its being taken in by the city is the 
deplorable condition of the city’s finances 
and the big tax which will have to be imposed 
during the coming year to pay off the bonded 
indebtedness. The New Brightonites claim 
that their village receives no benefit from the 
contraction of this indebtedness and vonse- 
quently it would be unjust to require 
them to help liquidate it. As it is 
now, the tax which property-haders in 
New KErighton will have to pay during 
the coming year will be very licht. The tax 
derived from tbe railroads which ti averse ter- 
ritory embraced in the village will be aimost 
sufticient revenue for all purposes, and hence 
the levy ordered by the village trustees will be 
very low. Mr. Jobn B. Lovingston, one of 
the wealthiest and most influential citizens of 
New brighton, and to whom has been en- 
trusted the monagement of the legal fight bo- 
«un by the city, stated this morning that the 
village government was there to stay until 
the highest court in the land had decided that 
the village had no existence.

Commodore Walker Takes Advantage of Hig 
Position to Dock Two Captains,

WASHINGTON, D. C., October 19.—It was 
learned yesterday atthe Navy Department 
that Commodore J. G. Walker, United States 
Navy, Chief of the Bureauof Navigation, and 
at present acting Secretary of the Navy in the 
absence of Mr. Whitney, had issued an official 
order to the paymaster on board one of the 
war-ships now at Newport, presumably the 


flagship Richmond, to. check against the 
salary of her commanding officer, Capt. 
Robert Boyd, the sum of $126.80, the amount 
paid by that officer for pilotage up and down 
Delaware Kay and River during the fleet's ro- 
cent visit to Philadelphia, It is also reported 
that Commodore Walker has checked asimilar 
amount against the pay of Capt. Bunce, United 
States 22 who took a pilot up the Delaware 
while on his way to Philadelphia to partict- 
pate with the Atlanta in the Centennial ex- 
ercises. The North Atlantic squadron was or- 
dered by the Navy Department to proceed to 
Philadelphia, and had but little time to do 16 
in. It is claimed thatthe weather was hazy 
and stormy when the Delaware Bay was 
reached, and naval officers say had Capt. 
Boyd and Capt. Bunce attempted to make the 
Hundred-Mile route from the Delaware break 
water upto Philadelphia without a pilot they 
wouid not have reached Phila- 
delphia in time for the Centennial 
exercises. Pilotage comes under the 
appropriation of the Bureau of Navigation, of 
which Commodore Walker is chief, conses 
quently the vouchers for payment of the Rich 
mond’s pilotage were submitted to that omeial 
in his cupacity as chief of the Bureau of Navi 
gation, and by him disapproved. To mak 
nis disapproval lavtul and binding r aired 
the final action of the Secretary of the Navy 
Mr. Whitney being absent, r. Walker 
acting Secretary of the Navy, submitted th 
pilotage vouchers as disapproved by himsel 
us chief of bureau to himself as acting Secre 
tary ofthe Navy.

PROTESTANT EPISCOPAL CONGRESS. 


| The Higher Fducation of Woman Discussed 
by the Meeting. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., October 19.—The second 
day’s session of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church Congress of the United States opened 
this morning at Liederkrang Hall with a large 
attendance. The auditorium is the largest in 
the city, but before the hour of meeting the 
lower hall and galleries were crowded, 
and when the proeeedings began stand- 
ing room was not obtainable, many 
being turned away. The topic discussed 
was Tue Higher Education of Women. 
Four-fifths of those present were ladies, and 


the sight from the stage was avery pretty 


one. Bishop Dudley called the assembiage to 


The Seo- 
retary announced that the topic, The Pros 
posal to Change the Name of the Church,“ 
would be discussed at the evening session, 
which will be the most important of 
the meeting. Bishop Dudley then announced 


the topic, and intrdduced the first writer, the 
Rev. George L. Locke of Bristol, R. L This 
divine read an able paper, and was atten- 
tively listened to by all present. He said thas 
the fulr majority of women, as of men, were 
capable of receiving the higher education. 
This was shown by the way in which giris 
wereable to cope successiully with boys in 
all branches of learning. He referred to the 
University of Michigan, where the women were 
educated in ail the higher branches. 
President of chat institution stated that the 
women learned their lessons quite as easily as 
the men. Nomore of — down, and 
they showed more enthusiasm. The agree- 
ment that the minds of women should not be 
developed more than their musoles, in order 
that they might not become masculine, was 
neither a good Mohammedan nor a Christian 
doctrine. Woman suffrage was a _ possi- 
bility of the future. He would not sa 
whether this was proper or not. Had it no 
been for the work of Frances Willard and her 
associates in spreading the gospel of temper- 
ance, the resultof the last Presidential cam- 
paign would not be what it was. The last 
census showed that, out of 18,025,000 women, 
more than 2,500,000 were eng “ed in business 
occupations, He reviewed the learned pro- 
fessi us and showed how women had achieved 
distinction in them. At the close uf his ad- 
dress he was loudly applauded. 

REV. HENRY ZIEGENFUSS. 

The next writer introduced, Rev. Henry 
Ziegenfuss of Poughkeepsie, N. V., said one of 
the chief obstacles in the higher education of 
women wasthe lack of desire on the pans on 
men to treat women with perfect fa rness. 
The average nan’s estimate of woman's opin- 
lon was Vely small.

He eloquently advocated the com- 
plete education of women, declaring the 
would become no ess affectionate wives an 
devoted mothers.

NEGLIGENT BANK EXAMINERS, 


The Financia! Losses in Connecticut by De- 
taloatious Since 1875. 


By Telegraph to the Post-D1isp.tcn. 

HaRTFORD, Conu., October 19.—The Times 
last night printed along article on the finan- 
cial losses in Connecticut by defalcation, plac- 
Ing the total, since 1875, at nearly $5,000,000. 
Of this amount $500,000 is direct stealing from 
national banks. This, it is asserted, is due 
largely tothe neglizence of bank examiners, 
District-Attorney Stanton said the examina- 


tions had not been as thorough as they should 
have been, or that there bad been an influence 
at work to cover up the shortcominys and e- 
Jinguencies. For example, those of Cashier 
Bingham of the Windham National Bank were 
foralong time heldin abeyance, or covered 
up, and were after 11 very un- 
satisfactory examination, owing to the 
inability of the District-Attorneyv to obtain 
from Government officials convincing testimo- 
ny, settled outof court by the payment of $15,- 
Bin- ham died soon after. Bank Exatin- 
iner Mygatt was succeeded soon after by J. W. 
Hyatt, now United States Treasurer. Mygatt 
is charged with inefficiency in the past. Now 
comes the Stafford detalcation, and from 
figures furnished by Messrs Forman and 
Dooley, the Government exuminers, it will be 
noticed that Hicks’ crookedness dates back to 
the fall of 1884, being frauclulententries of cash 
items on his books. Those acqualnted with 
the average cash items carried by country 
banks will know that this is the 
method adopted by defaulters to cover 
up wrong-doing and, of course, should 
have been at once detected by the national 
bank examiners of thattime. Just before the 
bring examination by Mygatt in 1886, District- 
Attorney Stanton, while in Norwich, was in- 
formed that a bank in Eustern Connecticut 
needed looking after. His informant refused 
to locate the bank, and being unable to find 
it, the District. Attorney 
SENT FOR MYGATT. 
The latter, on reflection, replied: ‘‘I can 
think only of Hicks, of the Stafford National 
Bank. A month later Mygatt called and in- 
formed the District-Attorney that he had made 
a thorough examination at the bank and 
found some little irregularities that amounted 
to nothing of c nseqguence, and positively 
nothing of a criminal nature. With this 
Stanton rested easy so far as the Stafford Bank 
was concerned, and for a long time en- 
deavored to locate the bank reported in trouble 
Matters ran on till the Hicks defalcation was 
discovered. Returning to this city on the 
train the District-Attorney was in conversa- 
Hicks’ brother. Speak- 
ing of the Stafford Bank’s wrecked condi- 
tion, Stanton told the story of his failure to 
To his 


surprise Hicks made the Inquiry: 

„What, don’t you know the result of that 
examination?’ 

No, replied Stanton; ‘‘no further than 
the report of the examiner that there was 
nothing criminal there at the last time.“ 

„„ Wuy, said Mr. Hicks, Myzatt at that 
time reduced or threw out of the bank a large 
amout of the Vermont Lumber Company's pa- 
per (R. S. Hicks, Ireasurer), and I myself fur- 
nished the money called for by the cancella- 
tion of that paper to make the cash of the 
bank good, and there the matter rested,’’ 

This is a sumple of the bank examinations of 
1886, and shows conclusively that Mygatt must 
have been conversant with the bid -tute of af- 
fairs in the bank at the time, which, if they had 
been properiv reported tothe District-Attor- 
ney, would have been promptly bandied, and 

ossibly the defxication in the Stafford 

Yational Bank would never have reuched any- 
thing like $200,000 and the extinguishment of 
its entire capital.

HOW TO GET IT. 


PLAN FOR SECURING THE NEXT NATIONAL 
DEMOCKATIC CONVENTION. 


The Lesson of History—Votes fer St. Louis 
in 1876—Fixing the Date—Why an Early 
Day Should Be Chosen for the Conven- 
tion—The Agitation Going On. 


St. Louis has established a reputation as the 
convention city of the country that her citl- 
zens are anxious to maintain. The opportu- 
nity of securing one or bothof the national 
political conventions is offered her, and she is 
inno mood to decline the offer nor refuse 
to put forth the necessary exertion to 
obtain the prize. The Democratic Convention 
of 1876 wus secured only after persistent effort 
on the part ofafew prominent citizens of in- 


Chicago, Louisville, Philadelphia, Cincin- 
nat! and Washington. The fight then was 
child’s play compured with the contest those 
cities, Boston and Indianapolis added, will com- 
pel St. Louis to engage in. Boston is already 
at work upon a guarantee fund, Chicago, 
has sent out cart-loads of written and printed 
matter in praise of itself, and Indianapolis is 
using all the influence and sentiment to secure 
the favor of the convention from the National 
Committee. Notwithstanding all this, on the 
first ballot, cast by means of telegrams to the 
POsST- DISPATCH Sunday, thirty-three commit- 
teemen voting, St. Louis was given fifteen 
votes. That was ber position in Febraary 22, 
1876 when the balloting opened in 
the meeting of the National Commit- 
tee at Washington. But twenty 
votes are necessary toa choice, and unt St. 
Louls has that number of votes positively as - 
sured to her she cannot abandon work now 
being put under way. 

The Fosr-Disrarc was not in existence in 
1876 to originate un invitation tothe National 
Democratic Convention, and 

THE IDEA WAS VERY 8LOW 
in getting head way, though the time was ripe 
and allthe conditions were favorable to the 
securing of the convention. Not until a few 
weeks before the National Committee meeting 


was anything like organization attempted. The 

citizens Gepended entirely upon personal in- 
— but they bad worked in harmony 
and there happened to be more influence in 
St. Louis at that time than any other city 
could lay claim to. But afew days before the 
meeting a public meeting was called by those 
gentlemen who had been active anda deleya- 
tion was secured to go to 
Washington. Missouri’s committeeman, 
Mr. Priest, very active in 
the preliminary Cork. and on the call for 
nominations he named St. Louis as the proper 
place or the convention. Mr. McCormick of 
Ill nois named Chicago, Mr. McHenry of Ken- 
tucky named Louisville, Mr. Banks of Missis- 
sippi by request named Washington, Mr. 
Jhompson of Ohio named Cincinnati, Mr. 
Barr ot Pennsylvania named Philadel; via. It 
was agreed that one representative ot each of 
the cities that had sent delegations would be 
allowed to present the claims of his locality. 
Senator Bogy was chosen by the st. Louis del- 
egation to speak for them. When the speeches 
were over the committee proceeded to ballot. 
‘Lhere were sd votes cast, ther as now, 20 being 
necessary for a choice. The first ballot was as 
follows: St. Louis, 14; Chicago, 8; Louisville, 
7; Cincinnati, 4; Philadelphia, 4; Washington, 
1. The second ballot showed achange: St. 
Louis, 15; Chicago, 9; Cincinnati, 8; Louisville, 
5; Philadelphia, 1. Both St. Louis and Chicago 
gained on the third ballot, the first polling 17 
votes, the ete po 10; Lonisville, 8, and Cin- 
cinnati, 8. Louis hb: id 19 on the first ballot; 
6 hicago, 12 6, aud Louisville 1.

THE DECIDING BALLOT, 

St. Louis receiving 21 votes; Chicago, 15, and 
Cincinnati2. The selection of St. Louis was 
made unapimous on the motion of Mr. 
Thompson of Ohlo, seconded by Mr Me- 
Cormick of Illinois. A committee was 
appointed consisting of J. G. Priest, Isaac E. 
Eaton of Kansas, John G. Thompson of Ohio, 
Frederick O. Prince of Massachusetts and 
Wm. B. Bata (now Senator) of Tennessee. 
Two days luter the Executive Committee of 
the National Democratic Comm ttee met and 
appointed a resident committee under the 
sub-committee named, consisting of D. II. 
Armstrong, Web M. Samuel, II. J. Spaunhorst, 
J. Fred Thornton, Francis D. Lee, D. II 
MacAdam, Joseph Brown, Geo, W. Ford, 
D. P. Rowland, Julius S. Wal-h and John M. 
Gilkerson to make arrangements for the 
convention. From this committee sprang all 
the necessary local committees, which 
worked for the success of the greatest Demo- 
cratic gatheriny ever held in America. 

Since, 1876, St. Louis bas not been in the 
race, except when in 1880 some citizens en- 
deavored to secure the aid of influential men 
io bring the convention to St, Louis. This en- 
deavor met with no support, as the Southern 
Hotel had burned and had not then been re- 
built,so it was not thought the hotel accommo- 
dations were sufficient. The strong an: never 
failing arvument against the location of the 
conventions in small cities is the lack of hotel 
accommodations, and St. Louis could not then 
afford to place itself on a par with small cities 
though its hotels were not numerous enough 
to accommodate the crowd that might be ex- 
pected should the convention be held here, 
No effort was made in 184 though there was 
no reason why it should not have been made; 
but now the people have had a taste of con- 
ventions and they will not suffer other cities 
to tuke away St. Louis’ laureis in that fleid. 

FIXING THE DATE, 

The first business of the Nationel Commit- 
tee, when it meets in February, will be to fix 
the dute of the convention, An endeayor 
will be made by the enemies of St. Louis to 
make the date as late as possibie, in order 
that they may then bring into the discussion 
that trusty argument, the excessively 
het weather otf St. Louis in summer, 
Though it has been show by the 
Signal Service records time and again

large city in the country during July and 
August the fable is still told in other citles to 
the detriment of this place.
